Of 
late years there has been growing up a prac- 
tice among the ‘vérious department clerks, 
when taking their annual leave of absence, 
to prolong their vacation by having a substi- 
tute to perform thelr work.

TREASURY BONDS. , | 


RECEPTION, AND TRAASFER OF 
THREE PEK CENTS. 


A Decision that Large Bonds Canzot be Split Up into 
Smali QOnes-—The Amount of Three Per Cents 
Bxenangea—The Handiiag of Unealled 
for Money Orders—A Counterfeit. 


Wasaineton, September 19.—The following 
has been furnished by the treasury depart- 
In the new. - per 
cent. loan the system of numberitig made 
necessary by law precludes the treasury de- 
partment from splitting up large bonds into 
small ones when they are sent in for transfer, 
and in order that pafties ordering bonds 
might act understandingly in specify- 
ing the denominations desired, See- 
retary Folger announced the above fact.at 
the beginning of the exchange now going On. 


Notwithstanding this, the department is daily 
in receipt of letters showing that parties ex. 
ect to be allowed hereafter to break up 
arge bonds of the new loan into smvall onés, 
as they arenow allowed to do in all other 
loans, No such transaction can be effected, 
and during the life of the loan the bondssent 
in for transfer will be issued in exactly the 
same denominations as teceived. Tine de 
nomination of bonds of this loan must, there- 
fore, always stand as they are now being is- 
sued, and it would be well for parties in or- 
dering bonds to ask for such denominations, 
as well save tiiem from inconvenience. § _ 

The comptroller of the currency has re- 
ceived from the register of the treastirer to 
date $59,939,160 of new 3 per cent bonds in 
exchange for $147,997,650 of 3% per cent 
bonds, which have been delivered to the sec- 
retary for the account of 1,082 different na- 
tional banks. The whole number of Cases re- 
cived from the secretary representing 3)4 per 
cent bonds offered for exchange into 3 per 
cents, by. 1,118 national banks, amount to 
$155,476,350. The amount of 3% per 
cent bonds. now on deposit to. se- 
eure circulation is $68,248,000, a eensiderabie 
portion of which will be delivered to the'sec 
retary for conversion into 3 percents. AJI of 
the cases— namely, 1,052—that were presented 
for exchange at 10 o’ctock, on the saorning of 
August i, have been delivered to the sécre- 
tary, and proWably the new 3 pereent bonds 
issued in place of the 3's, will all be deposit- 
ed hy the coniptroller with the treasnrer dur- 
ing the present month. When these exchanges 
are completed, fully one-half of the bonds on 
deposit to secure circulation»will consist of 
new 3 per cents, the remainder beimg chiefly 
ds and i'¢s, 

THE MONEY ORDER SYSTEX. 

A circular issued to-day by the superintend- 
ent of the money order aehies ot the- post- 
offive department makes @ change of policy 
in its dealings with uncalled-for money or- 
ders. It provides that, when the payee of a 
money Order fails to present it for payment 
within sixty days aiter the reception of the 
corresponding advice by the paying post- 
master, the latter shall issue a noie to the 
payee informing lim of the fact that an ad- 
vice has been received of a money order pay- 
able to him, giving also the name and resi- 
dence of the nemitter, and requesting that the 
order be pregented tor payment; or, in the 
event that it bas not been received by the 
payee, that the remitter be communicated 
with, and application made for a duplicate 
if it has been lostin transit.. Heretofure the 
policy of the department has been, for the 
general public, One of concealment of these 
particulars. In fact, a regulation has ex- 
isted from the beginning of the system which 
forbids the postmaster, under pain of dismis- 
sal to give the very information he is now 
reguired togive. Had the order now given 
been in force frem the beginning of the 
money order systeni, there would mot be 
the credit of the system the

Not $l of this money belongs to the 
government. It has been proposed to cover 
it into the treasury; but, in discussing this 
proposition, several members of the post- 
oftive committee of the house pointed outithe 
dishonesty of such a course, until every 
means by advertisement and otherwise had 
been exhausted to find the owners of unpaid 
orders, It is probable that a bill will be per- 
fected before the meeting of Congress which 
will prescribe some method by which an 
honest disposal of this fund can be reached.

ALEXANDRIA, September 19.—From 10 
o'clock Monday morning until late in the af-

The iron clads Minatour, Sultan, 
Inconstant and Achilles, and the gunboats 
Falcon and Condor sailed eastward this 
morning and are now anchored 
off Aboukir forts, They will be occupied by | 
the sailors and marines. Altogether 23,000 
men from various points haye made their suh- 
mission at Kafr-el Dwar. The telegraphic 
censorship has been abolished. The troop of 
the Indian cavalry will leave Cairo to-day. for 
the purpose of escorting the khedive from 
Alexaridria to‘Cairo on Thursday. The min- 
istry of the interior will be transferred 
to Cairo to-morrow. A large body of Exzyp 
tian infantry with four batteries, supposed 
to be from Salilhiyehi, has appeared at Tan- 
tah and surrendered to a battalion of high- 
landers. Abdullah Pasha telegraphed to-day 
stating that he never intended to disobey the 
orders of the khedive, and intimating bis 
realiness to surrender. He says he 
awaits the khedive’s order. The Times, 
in its secend edition, publishes a dispatch 
from Cairo reporting that Abdullal Pasha has 
surrendered. Mahmoud Pasha has been 
arrested, disguised asa priest. Two pasgen- 
ger trains daily are now ®unning beiween 
Cairo and Kafr-Et Dwar. 

Lonpon, September 19.—In a leading article 
this morning the Daily News,comupgnting on 
the hostile tone of some of the Ltalian 
papers, says that nevertheless it bas reason 
to believe that [taly was among the earliest 
of the foreign powers to congratulate Great 
Britain on her success in Egypt by sending, 
on the 15th instant, its assurances of; good 
will and sympathy.

THE GEORGIAN BAY DISASTER 


Return of the Hellef Steamer—The Story of the Dis- 
aster. 
‘CoLttincoop, Ont., September 19.—The 
steamer Northern Belle, which was dispatch- 
ed from Parry sound to the scene of the cis- 
aster tothe .teamer Asia, returned to-day, 
bringing the bodies of Captain Savage, first 
Mate McDonald, John Little, of Sault Sie. 
Marie, J. McAlpine, of Gorebay, and that of 
an unknown man, supposed to be a lumber- 
man. No new particulars have been learned 
and no additional survivors discovered. 
THE STORY OF THE DISASTER. 

GoLtiiusewoop, Ont., September 17.—D. A. 
Tinkis and Christy Ann Morrison, supposed 
to be the only survivors of. the wreck of the 
steamer Asia, have arrived here. Tinkis re- 
ports that he boarded the Asia near Owne 
sound, in company with J. P. Tinkis and H. 
B. Gallagher; ot Manitou. The. steamer was 
crowded, all the state-rooms were full, and 
many passengers lying on sofasand on the 
eabin } tan About eleven o’clock Thursday 
morning the vessel. 
My uncle, J. P.:Tinkis, jumped up 
and said the boat was doomed. 
Dishes and chairs were flying in every direc- 
tion. We left the cabin, and found difficulty 
in getting on deck, the boat was rolling so 
heavily. I gota life preserver and put in on. 
The boat fell into the trough of the sea, and 
would not obey her helm. She roiled heavy- 
ily for about twenty minutes, when she was 
struck by a heavy sea, foundered and went 
down, with the engines working, about half- 
pasteleven. The Asia was making for the 
French river, and had men, horses and lum- 
bermen’s supplies for the shanties. I saw 
three boats loaded. | was in the first boat,and 
about eight were with me at first. More got 
in, till the boat was o@rivaded, and turned 
over twice. People were clinging to 
iny life-preserver, which got displaced, and | 
threw :toff. Ithen left the boat and swam 
to the captain’s boat and asked John Mc- 
Dougall, the purser, to help mein. He said 
it was but little use, but gave me his hand. 
When IL get, in there were eighteen in the 
boat. By that time there was a large num- 
ber in and clinging to the boat .1 had left. | 
know nothing of the third boat. Our boat 
rolled over, and I missed McDougall.. People 
were hanging on tospars and othe: parts of 
wreckage. QUOur boat was full oi water and 
the sea was constantly breakiug over 
us. One of the first to die in the boat 
was a cabin bey. He was dying, and 
being supported by one of the men; when a 
wave washed him overboard. The next to go 
was a boat hand, who jumped out. IL conid 
see him paddling round in the water for 
nearly a bundred yards. Our mumber was 
now reduced to seven, five of whom died be- 
fore reaching the be Captain Savage, 


a storm struck 


beach, 
who was last, died in my arms, about mid- 
night Thursday. Jolin Little, of Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mate McDona!d, and two. others, 
names unknown, also died. The boat finally 
stranded near Point Au Barrie, about day- 
light Friday, with Miss Morrison and my- 
seli only, surviving. I put the bodies out on 
the beach and pried the boat off with an oar, 
but did not bail it out. Miss Morrisern and f 
wens down the beach in the boat to.a derrica 
about two miles distant, and laid on the beach 
ali night. About eigt o'clock Saturday 
morning an Indian came along, and [ en- 
gavyed him to bring us to Parry sound. He 
would not bring the bodies. The steamer 
Northern Bele, of the same line, which 
reached here this morning, has been far- 
nished with ice, etc., and has left for the 
bodies. There were probably about one hun- 
dred persons on board the Asia. 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., September 19.—On July

After rowing for eight days and 
nights, during which their sufferings from 
hunger and thirst. were net nace they 
were picked up by the brig Trusty, of Harbor 
Grace, and taken to Pernambuco, where they 
were kindly cared for by the American consul, 
and sent home on the steamer Teddingto-:, of 
the New York line, Melntyre is still seriously 
ill from the exposure. 
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THE YELLOW FEVER. 


The Progerss of the Disease in Pensacola, Browna- 
ville and Matamoraa. 

NEW ORLEANS, Septeinber 19.—A Pensacola 
special says: The outlook to day is far worse 
than it has been since the first vellow fever 
case was reported. Twenty-seven new cases 
have been builetined by the board of bealth, 
but only one death. The number of deaths 
in proportion to the number of cases is very 
sipall. In many instances the disease has 
been of a mild type. Many colored people 
are being stricken with the fever, and their 
association has appealed to their race else 
wirere for assistance. The board of health 
has ordered the closing of the rooms occupied 
by the Southern Express company on account 
of the number of cases of fever that have oc- 
curred among its employes.

COLORADO'S COMET 


VERIFIED BY THE WASHINGTON 
OBSERVATORY. 


A Short Tail and a Bright Head-—Visible to the 
Naked Eye—Fvidences of Plenty of Loose Ma- 
terial on ali Sides—The Opinions of Emi- 
nent Star-Gazers on the Phenomena. 


WasuHinaton, September 19.—The great 


comet reported this morning as having been 
discovered by observers in Colorado, was ob- 
}Served at the naval observatory this after- 
noon. It was found in the right ascension 11 
hours, 9 minutes and 32 seconds, and declin- 
ation north no degrees and 10 minutes. The 
comet was easily seen with the naked eye 
and exhibited a short tail with a bright head 
of considerable extent. In the telescope the 
nucleus showed as a confused mass of 
bright light, indicating a large 
comet with plenty of loose material. 


Extending on both sides were seen bright areas 
of light, presenting the appearance of a bird 
with outstretched wings. This afternoon a 
dispatch was received from the observatory of 
Paris to the following effect: Thollou’s comet 
was observed at Nice about noon on Septem- 
ber 18th, three degrees west of the sun. The 
nucleus gives a continuous spectreum, very 
brilliant and very much extended towards 
both the tail and nucleus; give sodium lines 
extremely brilliant, very sharply divided, and 
show a displacement toward the red. 
The spectroscopic views are of extraordinary 
interest. They indicate than this is the sec- 
ond comet that has shown a sodium _ spec- 
treum. The first was that discovered this year 
by Wells, at, Dudley observatory, Albany, 
and observed at that institution in full day- 
light. The reported displacement of the 
sodium lines towards the red end of the spec- 
treum is of the highest interest, since it indi- 
cates that the comet is now going toward 
the earth with — planetary velocity. 
Such an observation bas never 
been made in the case of any comet from the 
position given in the above dispatch, 
THE COURSE OF THE COMET, | 

The comet is moving westward from the 
sun at the rate of five‘or six degrees daily. It 
is almost certain that’the comet has now 
passed its periheliow or pot: where itis 
nearest the sun. Astronomers will new be 
anxivus to learn if this eomet is identical 
with the one recently discovered in South 
America. If this identity is proved, it wil! 
follow that it has approached very 
near the sun, prebably as close as 
did the great comet of L&88U, the comet which 
had the smallest perihelion distance on re- 
cord. Several days must elapse before the 
particulars of the orbit can be calculated by 
the astronomers, and this question be defi- 
nitely settled. The comet to-day at 3 o’clock 
was hine degrees west of the sun, and it will 
probably have increased this distance by sun- 
rise on the 20th to 12 or 13 degrees. It will, 
therefore, rise some time before the sun, but 
owiny to the fact that. it is also farther south 
than the sun, it will be readily seen before 
sunrise. In a few days, however, with its 
present rate and direction of motion, it should 
become a brilliant object in the morning sky. 

A WONDERFUL COMET. 

On the whole this may be,.regarded as One 
ot the most extraordinary comets of modern 
times. The only one which resembles it in 
its special features of interest is the great 
comet of 1845 whicly, hke this one, was visi- 
ble to the naked eve in full sun light. LBar- 
nard’s comet, recently discoveredat Nashville, 
was a'so observed at the naval observatory this 
morning at4o’clock by Prof. Frisby. Its right 
ascendention was seven hours and twenty- 
seven minutes; declination 12 degrees 41 min- 
utes north. It presented the usual appear- 
ance ef the telescopic comit with a slight 
central condensation. An observation of the 
same comet was taken at Table Mountain Sta- 
tion, California. 

CAUGHT IN KANSAS.

The Clty of Panama Shaken up by a Violent Earth- 
quake. 
New York, September 19.—The Herald’s 
special from Panama, dated the 7tb instant, 
relates the detaiis of the recent earthquake. 
It says the city was visited at 4:18 o’clock in 
the morning by a véry severe earthquake. 
The trembling lasted fully a minute. The 
barometer did not fall. The waves were so 
strong that walls fell down, walls cracked 
and tiles fell into the street. The venerable 
cathedral is practically a ruin—a_ part of 
its faeade has fallen into the plaza, its 
magnificent arches within are cracked 
anu ready to fall. The floor covered with 
plaster and debris. The cabildo or comnrt- 
house also in the Plaza del Cathedral, has 
lost its whole front, which, with all the mas- 
sive stone columns and halfthe tiled roof, has 
fallen into the plaza a confused mass of ruins, 
The Canal hotel, recently purchased by the 
company for $200,000, is reported to be dam- 
aged in its walls. One of the fine: arches in 
in that fine old ruin, the church of Santo Do- 
mingo, fell. Walls are down all dver the 
city.. Many have fallen into the streets. 
Tiles are off many houses. 
THE PEOPLE ON THE STREETS. 
When your correspondent was. awakened, 
dreadfully alarmed, the hotel was swaying 
and cracking” ominously.

MELVILLE AND HIS WIFE, 


The Arctic Mero Deserts His Viife, Leaving Mer Sick 
and in Poverty. 

Wasaineton, September 19.—The telegram 
received by Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Walter, yesterday, ees Engineer Melville, 
simply asked for an extension of his leave of 
absence on account of sickness in is family. 
The request was granted. None of the partic- 
ulars ot Melville’s actions are known at the 
department. ~The reports of his having 
deserted his wife created a sensa- 
tion, this morning, among offi- 
cials, His friends explain that 
during the long dreary months of doubt 
which Mrs. Melville was called upon to en- 
dure the mental strain was almost too much 
for her. She‘anxiously awaited her hus- 
band’s return, and the meeting Friday eve- 
ning was very touching. Following this 
came a reception, at which the neighbors 
were given an opportunity to shake Engineer 
Melville by the hand. The reception wasnot 
over until a late hour. Mrs. Melville 
stood by the side of her husband, 
prong of the honor so freely given , him by 

1undreds of visitors. At an early hour Satur- 
day morning Mrs. Melville was taken sick, 
Physicians were summoned, and at 3 o’clock it 
became known that she was dangerously ill. 
Her nerves had given way, and she was out of 
her head. Her malady took a curious turn. 
While her children could remain with her 
with perfect safety, she seemed to have a 
special antipathy against her husband. She 
was very violent when he wasin herpresence, 
and Engineer Melville was obliged to remain 
with a friend. It was deemed best that he 
should not see her. The doctors say that Mrs. 
Melville has conipletely broke down through 
anxiety, but they hope that she will recover. 
THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STOBY. 

The Philadelphia Press, however, prints a 
story which goes to show that it was a case of 
heartless desertion. It states that since Mel- 
ville’s return from his perilous voyage to the 
arctic seas there has been some comment upon 
the fact that he did not at once rush to the 
arms Of his family the moment he reached 
the shores of his native country. He wanted 
to be feasted in New York, and tarried a day 
and a night in Philadelphia, although his wife 
and children were waiting jn their home, only 
Six miles distant. Mrs. Melville has aiso been 
criticized for not leaving Sharon Hill to meet 
her husband. But this did not appear 
strange to some wlio are familiar with her 
slight eccentricities of character as evidence 
in the recenf trouble she had with the United 
States government in obtaining a larger al- 
lowance trom her husband’s salary. Now, 
after all the tine words that have been written 
about the emotional meeting of husband and 
wife after such along and cruel separation, 
the announcement comes that Engineer Mel- 
viile has deserted his family. Mrs. Melville 
was seen at Sharon Hill this evening and told 
the following story: ‘‘My husband has left me. 
Gone, I know not where, never to return. 
one without one word of ex- 
planation as to . why he de- 
serted me.’’ “Do I understand you to 
say, Mrs. Melville, that your hasband has de- 
liberately deserted you?’ ‘Yes, sir; he left 
this house lust night, refused to remain here, 
and cursed me befure he went. It’s too terri- 
ble. It will kill me, it will killme. But I 
will tell you’ everything, though my heart is 
since? and I feel thatI am going mad. 
When Mr. Melville had greeted his children 
Saturday night on the porch he came to me. 
[was waiting for him in the dining room 
alone. Hecame in and I said to him Ob, 
George, 1 am glad to see you. Are vou not 
glad to wet back and see me?” And then I 
kissed him but he made no reply, and his 
arnis hung limp at his side. Then Meta 
caught him by the hand and said, ‘Kiss me 
again, papa, l’m so glad to see you,’ and he 
turned upon her and exclaimed in an 
angry manner, ‘Whe taught you to say 
that?’ .Then I said, ‘Oh, George, don’t talk 
so, some one will hear you, the house is full 
of your friends, Let us go out into the par- 
lors and receive them.’ ‘They are no friends 
of mine,’ hereplied, ‘‘They are your friends, 
not mine,’ I auswered, and led him into the 
parlors. But one or twoof the guests had 
heard his gruff greeting and were greatly as- 
tonished. Shortly afterward he seized his 
hat and left the house, saying he would end 
the matter now and foralltime.

He left us without a dollarin the 
house or food to eat—left us without any- 
thing, my children and myself without one 
word of explanation, and I have not seen him 
since, nor do I know where he is.”’

Of his en- 
terprises it is unnecessary to write in detail, 
since they are so numProus that to enlarge 
upon them would be tedious. 

A day sperit with Major O'Connor was a 
revelation. His success in gardening, in gen- 
eral crops, in floriculture, and everything 
which me to the beauty of bis grounds or 
the delicacies of his table, is equal to his ven- 
tures in the world uf commerce. To see his 
wot-houses, wherein grapes and flowers out of 
season way be seen is to see such a sight as 
is to be met with in but-few places, 
A few miles distant is to be found 
his stock farm, where the mild-eyed Jersey 
looks at you with that ‘‘don’t-you-love-me”’ 
expression which has made Mrs. Langtry such 
a delight to the looker-on. His stud is one of 
the best to be found north or south, contain- 
ing animals with rare records. The house 
cost $50,000; the grounds $100,000; the fish- 
pond $25,000; the stock farm $70,000; the 
stud $20,000—a total of $175,000, a sui large 
enough to make an ordinary Atlanta man feel 
rich, 

In 1870 Major O' Sonnor took for his better 
half Miss House, a Savannah lady, who pre- 
sides over his magnificent mansion with all 
the grace of a true Georgia weman. Their do- 
mestic life is happy, and recalls the idyls of 
youthful love. For several years Major 
©’Connor, though not in politics, has done 
his state much service by his advice and 
eounsels, at is claimed that if he would per- 
mit the use of his name for the gubernatorial 
ehair, that there would be no difgculty in his 
getting it, Certainly Tennessee will honor 
herself whenever she induces Major O'Connor 
to ascend her capitol steps as anVerer

baving plowed considerable the present year. 


» He remembered away back in the past, more 


than three-quarters of a century ago, when 
the houses of the settlers were in many in- 
stances miles apart, the face of the country 
covered with a dense forest, filled with pan- 
thers, bears, wolves, deer and other wild ani- 
mals, and great flocks of wild turkeys and a 
variety of other kinds of birds; every pond 
and stream was covered with water fowl and 
alive with innumerable fishes. He distinctly 
remembers to have seen bears go into the 
fields in broad daylight, break an arm- 
ful of roasting ears and walk off to the 
swamp with them. He seems yet to 
have a wholesome fear of the panther, 
and he related a laughable adventure with 
ene which, at the time of its happening was 
far more interesting than amusiug Being 
pursued by ene of these ferocious animals he 
threw down his hat which his tigership stop- 
ped to tear into shreds, enabling the flying 
man to gainon him. Thus went one piece of 
clothing after another until he arrived at 
home in an almost nude condition. Wolves 
and wild cats were sO numerous that it was 
almost impossible to raise hogs, and deer 
were so plentiful that they would destroy all 
the pea crop, and were killed in such num- 
bers that they were not needed for food, but 
were thrown over the fence to the hogs. 

When Mr. McCoy was first married he and 
his bride slepton a dry cowhide before the 
fire on his cabin floor until he could split rails 
enough to buy a bed. He says be could cut 
and split 300 per day. and, he added, he can 
cut and split 150a day now. He would split 
rails to pay for provisions sufficient to do bim 
the week,and work the rest of the week clear- 
ing land to plant a crop the next spring.since 
which time he bas bought neither meat or 
bread. He has never given a mortgage, bought 
on time and owes no mananything. When 
Mr. MeC. was married all his worldly posses- 
sions consisted of two suits of very cond 
clothes. He cultivated his first two crop 
with oxen. For years he eat 
neither breakfast or dinner at his 
house during work days, but sitting on his 

plow beara or at his other work. He plowed two 
se during the day—one from daylight till 
12 0 clock, and the other fron: 12 o’eloek till 
dark. When his dinner was brought to him, 
so was his fresh horse, and he swallowed his 
dinner while the borses were being changed, 
and went on with his work. He is a man 
who literally ‘‘lives as home.”’ He is hearty 
and strong. He isthe father of 11 children, 
40 odd grand children and 19 great-grand 
children. Besides these he told us many 
other interesting things of the long ago which 
lack of space forbids us to publish; we have 
already said enough to prove him “a hero in 
life’s battle.”’

Fellow Citizens: You have with yon to- 
night an eminént citizen of this state, one

He has becn nominated by the democratic 
convention as co ressman for the state at 
large. Irom his past eminent service we 
have earnest that he will ably and efliciently 
represent the state when you ratify this nomi- 
nation atthe polls. I have now the pleasure. 
to introduce to you Hon. Themas Hardeman, 
of Bibb. [Loud and enthusiastic applause. } 

Colonel Hardeman advanced to the front.of 
the stage, and was received with an outburst 
attesting -his popularity in 
Chatham. Gracefully bowing his acknowl- 
edgments, Colonel Hardeman said: 

Fellow-citizens: I should feel very much 
flattered if I thought this demonstration was 
in honor of myself, but knowing that it is 
given to me as the representative of the demo- 
cratic party it cheers me with the belief that 
the democracy of Chatham are fully organ- 
ized.

Without organization you are like an army 
without’a leader, and are not prepared to go 
into a fight. When I say that your enemies 
are thoroughly and completely organized, you 
can readily appreciate the importance of the 
situation. How isa party to show. that they 
are organized? By their primary meetings; 
their county conventions. Therefore, when 
they meet in state convention it is proper 
to assume that the people are speaking. Such 
a convention has been held in Georgia. It 
has been said that the convention was not 
properly conducted, and some have taken ad- 
vantage of that charge to withhold ther sup- 
port from the distinguished Georgian who re- 
ceived the nominauon for governor. [Ap- 
plause.]. Itis also said that the two-thirds 
rule, the governing rule of the democracy, 
was not maintained.

Macon, Ga., September 18.—Hon. Henry Jackson, 
Chairman State Democratic Executive committee; 
Atlanta, Ga., Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your note 


of yesterday, in which, in behalf of the executive | 


committee, you request that I will make @ series of 
s > > * 
appointments in the state, upon which I shall ad- 
dress the people in the interest of the election of 
Mr. Stephens to the olflice of governor, i regret that 
circumstances do not leave me at liberty to comply 
with your request without doing injus:ice to those 
who have placed their interests in my professiogal 
charge. Fortwo months priorto the meeting of 
the July convention, my time was, to the exclusion 
of my professional busitiess, closely occupied by the 
contest then pending for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. For the past six weeks I have been out of the 
state upon a trip undertaken partly for rest and re- 
cuperatton, but mainly to spend a vacatian with 
my children, who are absent from heme. .The fall 
terms of our courts, state and federal, are now be- 
ginning their sessions, and the professional duties 
which have accumulated during the past: four 
months, aud which have. been postponed until 
the present, now imperatively demaud my excin- 
. od . . 

sive care and attention. Toioform myself of what 
has occurted during my absence, and to prepare for 
and make aCampaign of the state, would require 
the time that forbeaing clients now have a right to 
demand of me. 

But while it is beyond my power to undertake the 
task to which you invite me, I cannot permit to 
pass the opportunity presented by your note to re- 
peat what I have upon all proper oceasions said 
both publicly and privately, that Mr. Stephens has 
my support, and that I desire his¢lection, as the 
duly accredited representative of the democratic 
organization, If the organized democracy of the 
Flate is to accomplish anything in the future, it 
must not be destroyed hy itsdefeat in the present 
comtest, If the organization is worth preserving, if 
upon its preservation depend our most reasonable 
hope for the future rrosperity and well being of 
the state, then personal preferences for individual 
candidates are insignificant in comparison to 
the necessity for the preservation of such 
organization. Such preferences properly belong to 
the contest for the nomination. Thé safety of the 
organization requires that they should not survive 
it, it cannot be denied that abuses and improper 
influences may, uncer certain circumstances, ne- 
cessitate the disruption of a political party; but so 
long a8 there is a reasonable hope for the correction 
of such abuses ‘‘within the party,’’ the time for the 
abandonment of the organization hxs not arrived. 
And when we consider how much has been aceom- 
plished by this organization, and how much in the 
future depends upon its maintenance, we may 
well hope that such unfortunate necessity may not 
arise in the near future. The present time certainly 
does not present it. 

In my desire for the preservation of the organiza- 
tion in the state, I am neither partisan nor senti- 
mental. [Iam influenced by entirely practical coa- 
siderations. The practical value of this organiza- 
tion to us can best be realized by considering 
the grand work it has accomplished in the past 
twelve years. From the depths of political adver- 
sity, the state has been raised to a gratifying eleva- 
tion of politicaland material prosperity. Confusion 
and distrust have given place to order and coufl- 
dence. Material enterprises have multiplied, aud 
the public school system, theretofore only existing 
in name, has been practically establishe i upon a 
firm basis. The laws ha@ye been impartially enacted 
and impartially admirf8tered ; and from a condition 
in wh.ch public credit was utterly gone, the state 

has, under wise enactment and ecanomic adminis- 
tiun, advanced to a position where she stands 
abreast of the foremost political communities of the 
world, in her ability to float afour percent bond at 
pur. Andleta eorgian go where he will in this 
broad land, he will be gratified to hear from every 
one his state spoken of in terms ef admiration and 
confidence ‘These most gratifying results can be 
legitimately claimed as the fruits of the labors of 
the organized vemocracy in the state It is a mistake 
lo suppose tnat the state could have been rescued as 
it was in 1870 by the efforts of unorganized political 
guerilla bands however earnest. and patriotic they 
may have been. t was only possible in the unite 
ouset of an organized pa:ty determined to recover 
aud administer their own government. And it 
has only been by the continued efforts of a united 
organization that the work then begun has been so 
successfully prosecuted. : 

The national issues which divide the democratic 
and republican parties have li tle or no relation in 
practical application to the division of parties in 
the administration of the state government; but 
there is one practical and cardinal principle in our 
state politics, which is vital to our prosperity, and 
to preserve Which democratic unity and democratic 
orga..ization are essential. That principle is that 
the protection of material interests, the mainten 
ance of law and =«rder, the preservation of 
ou social institutions and the _ devel- 
opment of our resources, all require 
that the government should be controlled and ad- 
ministered by the combined influences of the vir- 
tue and intelligence of the state. This is «a princi- 
ple vital to all states whether they be under re- 
publican or democ: atic influences. Itfis the prin- 
ciple upon which withjus, the successes of the past 
twelve years have been achieved. Itis the princi- 
ple upon the maintainance of which the prosper- 
ity of this state in the future must depend, This 
vital, practical principle ean only be here main- 
tained by preserving in its purity and freedom the 
democratic Organization, which in this state repre- 
sents and embraces these elements to the greatest 
extent; and should the present organization be un- 
fortunately disrupted, the public interest would 
require a reorganization upon a basis which would 
best assert this principle 

Conceding the correctness and vitality of this 
principle, it is difficult to conceive how it can be 
practically maintained except through organiza- 
lion. If democratsof the straightest sect leave the 
organization, where will they go. with 
whom will they act, and by whose 
influences must they necessarily be controlled? 
lf abuses exist within the organization, it does not 
seem tome to be the part of wisdom to join hands 
with those who deride the organization, and whose 
avowed purpose itis todestroy it. So that to my 
mind from a practical stand point the question is 
not limited to individuals, but is one that rises 
clear above the claims and merits of the prerenre 
candidates, however great and commendabie they 
may be. The question is the preservation of the 
organization, aud the maintenance of the principle 
already stated, te which we owe the prosperity of 
the present, and upon which must rest our hopes 
for the future. Let the organization perish and po- 
litical chaos will come again. Only through it or 
some other succeeding organization equally potent 
can be maintained the political supremacy of those 
elements which alone can guard our institutions, 
political and rg pay oe our property, sustain 
the public credit, and safely mete out justice and 
protection impartially to all classes and conditions. 
During the 1Z years politica! supremacy of these 
controlling elements, these great ends of civil guv 
ernment have been secureé, and the finger cannot 
be put upon the statute enacted in this time, the 
object or the practical effect of which is 
to oppress’ the weak or to do in- 
justice to those of any class or race. An oOrganiza- 
tion which has accomplished so much, and which 
is 80 essential to the prosperity of the future, shonid 
not be abandoned on accountof real or imagiued 
evils temporary im their nature ‘Those whe ore 
making the most determined war upon the organ- 
ization are indebted for the chief henefits of good 
government which they now enjoy to the suprem- 


,acy of the element which they seek practicaiy to 


overthrow. I believe in the free, ultrammels d 
voice of the people, and shall ever contend for it; 
but I alsc believe in that voice finding intelligent 
expression through practical organization, con- 
trolled and directed by the people alone, and giving 
its utterances through the methods they themselves 
prescribe. If there are within the organization any 
unsettied issues on this question, they can be leit 
to the determination of the future, unless the or- 
ganization is to be finally abandoned; they should 
not be fought overin the presence and in the inter- 
est of the common enemy. In my humble judg 
ment the present is a time for ignoring personal 
preferences and personal dislikes and personal 
grievances, if they exist, and a time when all who 
value the organization and adhere to its prineiples 
saould unite in the effort to preserve the one and 
maintain the other.

PURSUING THE TAYLORS.

Wild Scenes in Chattanooga tverthe Reported Cap- 
ture of the Murderers. 

The excitement in Chattanooga over the ¥e- 
ported capture of the Taylors was intense. 
When the report was spread that they were 
on the incoming train, it was met by fully 
1,500 as determined men as were ever called 
together. It was rumored, somehow, that 
the murderers had been removed to the jail, 
where, according to the Chattanooga Times, 
“the furious mob rushed pell mell down 
Market street, gathering many recruits as it 
went, and noarse cries and shouts were heard: 
‘The Tavlor boys are canght,’ ‘lynch them,’ 
‘burn them,’ ‘hurrah for Springfield,’ Cate 
and Conway must be avenged,’ and similar 
cries. Some person seized the rope suspended 
from the Lookout fire company bell and the 
bell was violently rung for several moments, 
and anewcry was setup: “The town is ou fire,’ 
‘burn the murderers,’ etc. The mobcontinued 
in itscourse and soon the jail was reached. 
Here the scene beggars description. Men 
were seen Jeaping the fences, climbing up the 
iron bars about the jail windows, tumbling 
into the jail yard, hammering at the doors, 
ull shouting, shrieking and yelling the most 
horrible maledictions on the heads of the 
murderers; the deep intonations of the fire 
bells lending additional horror to the pande- 
monium. The mass rapidly increased, ai d in 
less than five minutes after it reached the 
jail no less than twenty-five hundred men 
were jammed into the block in front of the 
jail and in the vard. Sheriff Carey mounted 
the fence and Deseeched the mob in the name 
of the state to disperse, but his” voice 
was drowned by the hoarse yeliing from 
a thousand throats crying out: 
“Bring them out and_=e ile us hang 
tkem.’’ The crowd surged forward and were 
soon barricading the jail door; it creaked and 
swayed and was about to burst from its 
hinges, when it was opened and the sheriift 
again commanded the mob todisperse, adding 
that the murderers were still at large. ) 
voice was not heeded, and several men farced 
their way inside. They were assured that 
the report was false, and then they in turn 
endeavored to pacify the mob, but the excite- 
ment grew apace and it was demanded that 
the jail be searched. To appease them the 
jailer agreed that a committee of five would 
be conducted to-each cell. This acted asa 
momentary. check, and there was a 
lull of a few moments, while the 
gentlemen were being shown through. 
The mob became impatient, and the shrieks 
grew louder and wilder. A large crowd 
surged forward and entered the jail, the 
office and all the ante-rooms being jammed 
ia the twinkling of an eye by a massof yell- 
ing and shrieking men. A number of per- 
sons endeavored to quiet the mob by argu- 
nent, but no attention was paid them, and 
fora while it seemed as if the entire crowd 
would force its way into the cells. The 
gentlemen by this time had completed their 
circuitand reported that every nook and 
cranny had been searched and that the mur- 
derers could not be found. The mob by this 
time had become quieter and reason begun to 
assert its sway and they began to disperse, 
and by midnight there were but a few men 
in that vicinity. The general rumor was that 
John Taylor was killed and that Andy and 
Bob were wounded. Several men in the mob 
were actually crazed with excitement. A 
butcher rushed in and screamed out: ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen, Iam a butcher. I know. how toskin 
them. For God’s sake let me skin them and 
turn them loose.”’ There was a uwumber of 
ropes seen. and frequently the clicking of re- 
volvers could be heard.” 

THE SEARCH CONTINUED. 

Several parties are suspected of having vis- 
ited the murderers near Rockwood, in the 
vicinity of which place the fugitives undoubt- 
edly are. They have a host of relatives there 
and a large number of friends, and the latter 
make loud boasts of their friendship toward 
the murderers, and assert they will assist 
them in any manner in their power. Great 
difficulty is experienced in’ procuring horses, 
as every one appears to [ear to in any way 
assist in their capture. All reports that they 
were seen since Friday night are false. Four 
bloodhounds have been proeured from Cole 
City and will be put on the scent at once.
